Nobody Is happy with the current C per 
cent rale of unemployment. But a figure 
on the rate neither describes the problem 
nor dictates a solution. 
Who is unemployed, and why? 
Seymour L. Wolfbcln, deputy assistant 
Bccretary of labor, gave the answers to a 
congressional committee the other day. 
There uc some clear lessons in the figures 
he cited. 

First, the rate of unemployment Is not as

^.t'- the solution to unemployment to many In- 
divlduals. After all. unemployment Is a per- 
sonal problem to the unemployed, no mat- 
ter what governments may or may not do 
about IL 

Unskilled workers are suffering most from 
Joblessness. Almost 1! out of a hundred are 
out of work. Seml-sklllcd workers are next, 
and more than 7 In 100 of these arc Jobless. 

But highly trained persons— skilled crafts- 
men, professional personnel, and the like, 
are almost as fully employed as ever. Clerks, 
salespeople and others In such categories 
aren't having much trouble either. 

One of the lessons should be for the young, 
Sclioollng and training pays, and those who 
drop too early wilt be chancing frequent 
employnicnt all through life. Negroes olten 
Ilnd themselves Jobless because of a lack ot 
training, too.
